Baltimore, Md., June ll.—Chairman 
II. W. Talbott of the state central com­ 
mittee called the democratic state con­ 
vention to order Wednesday. The reso­ 
lutions favored a tariff for revenue only 
and indorsed “the vigorous policy of 
President Cleveland.” 
The financial 
plank was a straightout indorsement 
of the present gold standard of cur­ 
rency and an emphatic condemnation 
of the free coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to I. 
Maj. Stewart presented a minority 
report in direct contravention to this, 
but it was overwhelmingly 
defeated 
and the majority report adopted.
